In  August,  1952,  many  little  frustrated  boys  and 
girls  wandered  around  the  school  halls  for  their  very 
first  time.  Some  were  crying  and  some  were  laughing 
and  all  were  making  new  friends.  We  had  made  one  im- 
portant step  in  our  lives.  Through  our  primary  and  ele- 
mentary grades  we  continued  growing  and  maturing. 

Finally  in  August,  1960,  64  frustrated  young  people 
entered  the  halls  for  their  first  year  of  high  school.  At 
our  first  class  meeting  we  elected  officers  under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Mary  Niblock  and  Mr.  Max  Lippard.
